BOMB DAMAGES JAPANESE

Eighth Similar on in 24 
Hours but No One Is 
Injured.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 28. — A bomb 
thrown from a passing automobile 
exploded at the entrance of the res- 
idence of the Japanese Consul-Gen- 
eral here tonight, damaged the 
building slightly but hurt no one. 

It was the eighth bomb explosion 
within 24 hours in the Shanghai 
area. The neighborhood, in the 
heart of the French Concession, 
was jarred. The bomb thrower es- 
caped. 

Tonight's bombing was considered 
one of a series ascribed to Chinese 
terrorists, 

One bomb thrown at the Jap- 
anese censorship office in the In- 
ternational Settlement hit a tran- 
som and exploded without serious 
damage. Two bombs burst outside 
a Japanese mill in the Settlement, 
also without harm. 

Other bombs were thrown at Chi- 
nese shops suspected of handling 
Japanese goods, but in no case were 
there casualties.

WASHINGTON, Jan. \28.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt asked Congress to- 
day to authorize new expenditures 
on the navy’s fighting force and the 
army's land defenses, 

Among the President's requests 
was a 20 per cent increase in the 


navy building program. Navy of- 
ficials estimated the cost would be 
$800,000,000. 

He also recommended spending 


$17,330,000 for betterment of the 
army, including $8,800,000 for anti- 
aircraft armaments. 

The program calls for building 
two additional battleships and two 
additional cruisers during the 
calendar year 1938. Roosevelt es- 
timated, in discussing the mes- 
sage at his press conference, that. 
the cost of the long-range pro- 
gram would be $29,200,000 during 
the fiscal year that begins next 
July 1.

The text of the President’s mes- 
sage follows: : 

The Congress knowe that for 
many years this Government has 
sought in many capitals with the 
leaders of many Governments to 
find a way to Umit and reduce 
armaments and to establish at 
least the probability of world 
peace, 

The Congress is aware also that, 
while these efforts, supported by 
the hopes of the American people, 
continue and will continue, they 
have nevertheless failed up to the 
present time. 

We, as a peaceful nation, can- 
not and will not abandon active 
search for an agreement among 
the nations to limit armaments 
and end aggression. But it is 
clear that, until such agreement 
is reached—and I have not given 
up hope of it—we are compelled 
to think of our own national 
safety. ‘ 

Outiook on Armament. 

It is with the deepest regret 
that I report to you that arma- 
ments increase today at an un- 
precedented and alarming rate. It 
is an ominous fact that at least 
one-fourth of the world’s popula- 
tion is involved in merciless dev- 
astating conflict in spite of the 
fact that most people in most 
countries, including those where 
conflict rages, wish to live at 
peace. Armies are fighting in 
the Far East and in SBurope; 
thousands of civilians are being 
driven from their homes and 
bombed from the air. ‘Tension 
-throughout the world is high. 

As commander-in-chief of the 
Army and Navy of the United 
States, it is my constitutional 
duty to report to the Congress 
that our national defense is, in 
the light of the increasing arma- 
ments of other nations, inade- 
quate for purposes of national 
security and requires increase for 
that reason.

Replying to questioning by Diet 
members, Gen. Sugiyama urgéd for 
the second time within a week that 
Japan's army in the corflict be 
increased. He said that “the cur- 
rent (Chinese) incident gradually 
is assuming greater proportions 
and the situation rapidly is becom- 
ing more grave. 

“Foreign supplies are entering 
China through Mongolia, Canton 
and Indo-China,” he said. “I be- 
lieve the volume is considerable, 
but accurate figures are unobtain- 


able. 
Larger Army Urged. 

“Taking warning of experiences 
obtained through the Chinese inci- 
dent, and also to cope with this 
new situation developing, I believe 
the army forces must be increased.” 

And, he concluded, “since Japan 
must fight a long-term war with 
China, we must prepare for a coun- 
try other than China,” adding:

A por- 
tion of a burned Russian parachute 
and a Russian pistol also wers 
shown. 

To this was added the newest 
Russian-Japanese diplomatic inci- 
dent, which centered today about 
Soviet action to suspend all parcel 
post service with Japan in reprisal 
for detention of a Soviet plane in 
Japanese - controlled Manchuokuo, 
The plane was forced down Dec. 19, 
and its two aviators jailed. A For- 
eign Office spokesman asserted 
that, while Russia contended the 
ship was a mail plane, Manchou- 
kuoans found it carried machine- 
guns and bombing equipment.

CHESTER, Ill, Jan. 28. —.Mrs. 
Marie Porter and Angelo ‘Ralph 
Giancola, both of St. Louis, were 
executed in the electric chair at 
the Southern Illinois Penitentiary 
early today for the insurance mur- 
der, seven months ago, of Mrs, Por- 
ter’s brother, William Kappen. 

Giancola, 22 years old, was the 
first to go. Strapped in the chair 
at 12:06 a. m., he was pronounced 
dead two minutes later. Blindfold- 
ed, he had walked: steadily, led by 
guards, across the death chamber 
to the chair, His last words were 
spoken in a firm voice. 

A few minutes after his body was 
carried out the 80 witnesses, 
crowded in the small room in 
which the electric chair is installed, 
heard thumping treads on the 
wooden stairway as Mrs. Porter 
was assisted up the 17 steps from 
her cell to the chamber where she 
became the first woman electro- 
cuted for murder in Illinois. 

Guards. struggled to support her 
250 pounds as she shuffled the few 
steps from the entrance to the 
chair, into which she sank limply. 
There was a muffied sob as four 
guards, working swiftly, attached 
the straps and electrodes to her 
arms and legs. She wore a pajama- 
like denim garment, with wide 
trouser legs, the left leg split to 
facilitate contact with the electrode.

Frederick C. Bray of Guernsey, 
Saskatchewan, a farmer, who it is 
alleged was swindled out of $21,000 
by the self-styled “underworld gen- 
tleman,” Noble John Moore, identi- 
fied McKay as the man to whom 
he was introduced in the Reno 
Riverside Bank just before he lost 
his money. 

Alister Forbes of Plymouth, En- 
gland, victim of a $30,000 swindle 
in Reno in the fall of 1929, repeated 
that he, too, had been introduced to 
McKay in the bank by one of the 
swindlers. 

The Government charges the con- 
fidence man, the late Walter G. 
Kelly, who was using the alias of 
H. H. Stoneman, introduced his 
prospective victim, Forbes, because 
McKay and William J. Graham, 
could expedite the cashing of secur- 
ities and checks of victims, receiv- 
ing in return 15 per cent of the 
profits. 

Introduced to McKay. 

Former owner of Covel Hin 
Ranch, Vancouver, B. C., Forbes 
testified he was introduced to Me- 
Kay by a confidence man who took 
him to the bank to cash a 
$30,000 draft. a 

Another Victim Testifies. 

In the afternoon Mrs. Mary E. 
Callahan of Rochester, N. Y., testi- 
fied she and her late husband, John 
C. Callahan, lost $140,000 in a race 
track swindle in which she said 
Moore and Dennis Leahy figured. 

She said that, when her husband 
became convinced he had been de- 
frauded, Leahy sent him a collect 
telegram of reassurance, saying 
Tul take care of you.” Moore ap- 
peared in the transaction under the 
name of “Corbett,” she said. This 
was the collect wire, which, inci- 
dentally, dost the Callahans $2.18: 

“Called into main office and sus- 
pended for 30 days on account of 
our dealings. Corbett’s brother 
went back on him and he in hos- 
pital. Go back to Rochester (the 
Callahans were then ‘in Los An- 
geles) and leaye everything to me. 
I'll take care of you as soon as 
my suspension expires.’ 

Partners in Reno gambling 
houses and night clubs, McKay and 
Graham are accused of expediting 
banking operations and furnishing 
protection for the bunco ring, in 
exchange for a share in proceeds. 
On trial with them are Boies Heed, 
Thomas W. Sloan and Allen Comer, 
all charged with mail fraud and 
conspiracy. * 

Nearly all of yesterday’s session 
was devoted to efforts by Govern- 
ment attorneys to learn why Moore 
changed his testimony from that he 
gave at two previous trials and to 
defense efforts to bolster the cur- 
rent position of the witness. 

Van Devanter Rebukes Moore.

TWO KILLED IN EXPLOSION 


“ee Differ on Form of 
Action to Take. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28—A ma- 
jority ot the members of a Senate 


Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebraska. 
who asked for full hearings on his 
charges that the board was preju- 
diced, said he thought the sub-com- 
mittee would recommend an in- 


quiry. 

Senator Burke charged before the 
sub-committee today that the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board has 
made “several attempts” to violate 
the freedom of speech and the 
press. He listed several cases in 
which he said the rights of the 
press were invaded. 

The record of the Labor Board’s 
investigation of the Stackpole Car- 
bon Co, at St. Mary’s, Pa., he said, 
should be “investigated by some 
Senate committee.” He read from 


the testimony of Harry T. O’Brien, 
editor of the Daily Press at St. 
Mary's, in which a Labor Board ex- 
aminer said, referring to an arti- 
ele in O' Brien's paper attacking the 
910: 

“Now this man (O’Brien) has 
complete power here to select, edit 
and run whatever he pleases. What 
I am trying te do is to see how he 
exercises that power and whether 
he consciously tried to help the one 
and withhold aid from the other.” 


Examiner’s Attitude. 


Burke said the examiner's atti- 
tude constituted a threat to the 
rights of a free press. He said 
O’Brien had been forced to tell the 
name of the contributor of the ar- 
ticle. 

Burke said the Labor Board “lost 
its head” when it subpenaed Hartly 
W. Barclay, editor of Mill and Fac- 
tory, to bring in all of the records 
pertaining to a story in his New 
York trade magazine about the 
board’s inquiry into unfair labor 
practice charges against the Weir- 
ton Steel Co. 

The Senator read a deposition he 
said was made by Fred A. Moore 
of the Dearborn (Mich.) Herald, a 
weekly newspaper, in which Moore 
charged a Labor Board agent with 
biased statements and questions 
about an article he published con- 
cerning the Ford brotherhood labor 
organization. 

Moore said in the deposition the 
Labor Board’s agent had attempted 
to gain an admission from him that 
there was some connection between 
the Ford Motor Co. advertising and 
the publication of the story. 


Senator Norris‘ Stand. 


Burke said the Labor Board’s ac- 
tions involving Barclay and O’Brien 
was “an outrageous proceeding” 
and that such actions “constitute a 
most dangerous trend” toward inva- 
sion of the freedom of the press. 
When Burke completed his state- 
ment, Chairman Neely said the 
subcommittee would resume hear- 
ings next Thursday morning with 
Chairman J. Warren Madden of the 
Labor Relations Board on the 
stand. 

Madden, present at the bn 
said he would deny Burke 's 
charges. 

Senator Norris (Independent), 
Nebraska, who spoke against 
Burke's resolution yesterday, said 
he did not favor an investigation 
by the Judiciary Committee, as 
Burke had requested. 

Both Norris and Senator Hatch 
(Dem.), New Mexico, said that if 
the affairs of the board were looked 
into, the action should be taken by 
the Senate Labor Committee. This 
should be done, they said, by call- 
ing hearings on amendments which 
might be proposed to the Labor Re- 
lations Act. 

Senator Neely (Dem.), West Vir- 
ginia, said, however, that since the 
Judiciary Committee had taken 
jurisdiction, it would continue hear- 
ing testimony on Burke's resolu- 
tion. He indicated Chairman J. 
Warren Madden of the Labor Board 
would be called to testify after 
Senator Burke completed reading 
a formal statement today. 

Although Neely he had not 
decided whether he favcdred an in- 
vestigation, Senators Connally 
(Dem.), Texas, and Logan (Dem.), 
Kentucky, urged some sort of in- 
quiry to “clear the air.” Senator 
Austin (Rep.), Vermont, indicated 
in questions put to Burke that he

Ex-Premier Van Zeeland of Belgium Suggests 
Removal of Trade Barriers, Debts Adjust- 


By the Associated Press. | 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 — A 
mended yesterday by Paul Van 
Zeeland, former Premier of Bel- 
gium, in a repor: transmitted to 
the American State Department.. 

Under the proposed agreement, 
democratic and authoritarian na- 
tions alike would collaborate to 
remove trade barriers, stabilize 
currencies, consolidate internation- 
al debts and open up colonies. 

Van Zeeland set forth his pro- 
gram in a report made under man- 


President Rosevelt in the 

of his ‘nvestigation. His report 
urged a conference of representa- 
tives of the United States, Gregt 
Britain, Germany, France and Italy 
to prepa.e the economic pact. 

He said the agreement “would 
impart to the world the impetus 
which it is awaiting in order to re- 
cover its confidence in the pacific 
destiny of nations.” 

Comment of Hull. 

Administration officials withheld 
comment today on the proposal, 
they gave no indication whether 
the United States would be dis- 
posed to enter a five-Power confer- 
ence. Neither was any immediate 
comment forthcoming from the 
British and French governments. 

The only official reaction here 
to the Belgian’s report was ex- 
pressed by Secretary of State Hull, 
who guardedly characterized it as 
as a valuable contribution. Hull 
long has advocated international 
co-operation toward the reduction 
of trade barriers as the surest way 
to world peace and prosperity. 


Detailed Proposals. 

Van Zeeland proposed, first of 
all, a lowering of trade barriers, 
He would have governments “un- 
dertake on the one hand- not to 
raise or widen the range of their 
tariffs and, on the other, to carry 
out @ gradual reduction of such 
duties as are of an exceptional char- 
acter.” 
He also favored elimination, 
through bilateral agreements, of “a 
whole series of regulations or of 
administrative practices which, by 
a restrictive interpretation or by 
an abuse of regulations in force, re- 
sult in excluding certain foreign 
products.” 
“In the agricultural as in the m- 
dustrial sphere,“ he added. the tend- 
ency should be in the direction of 
suppression or reduction of quotas.” 

An “international monetary stand- 
ard to be sought in the re-establish- 
ment of the gold standard, though 
on a considerably altered basis” 
was another suggestion. He ex- 
pressed the view, however, that it 
was too soon to put this into ef- 
fect. 


Currency Equilibrium. 

He suggested the extension of the 
present monetary agreement under 
which the United States, Britain, 
France, Belguim, The Netherlands 
and Switzerland aim to prevent 
harmful fluctuations of currencies. 

“Most currencies, after the deval- 
uation operations resulting from 
the crisis. have recovered a rela- 
tive equilibrium both as cegards in- 
ternal as well as external factors,” 
he said. “Prudence advises us to 
retain this equilibrium on an em- 
pirical footing.” 

In order “to return to complete 
freedom of all movements of funds” 
in international payments, he sug- 
gested “the suppression of all re- 
strictions on payments for merchan- 
dise.” 


“The last,” he said, “should first 
be liquidated. The liquidation of 
the past implies an agreed adjust- 
ment of external debts which weigh 
on the country, as far as may still 
be necessary and warranted.” 

His solution was “consolidation of 
the debts, through “bonds issued 
te the creditors by the debtor state 
in the currency of the creditor.” 

“International institutions,” he 
said, should be set up to provide 
“some kind of extra facilities for 
mobilizing the bonds for commer- 
cial purposes.” 

He advised “establishing, through 
co-operation of all these states (all 


| 


ment, Raw Material Exchange. 


states adhering to the pact) “a 
common fund, the resources of 
which might be applied, under ap- 
propriate conditions, to facilitate 
the financing of legitimate trade 
operations during the period of re- 
adjustment.” This would be under 
the direction of the Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements, Basel, Swit- 
zerland. 

With regard to colonies, he said, 
“it would perhaps be opportune to 
seek for the means of generalizing 
the system of the open door which 
obtains’in the conventional basin 
of the Congo.” 

(In the Congo nations have equal 
rights to produce, buy and sell, 
without discriminatory taxes or 
duties.) * 

Privileged. companies might be 
created “whose capital would be di- 
vided internationally in such a way 
as to offer real guarantees of im- 
partiality,” the report said. 

Agreements might be concluded 
between colonies and industrial 
states for exchange of raw mate- 
rials and manufactured goods. 

International law might be modi- 
fied “in such a way as to secure 
from seizure or confiscation, even 
in time of war, private property 
held in colonial territories.” 

Concerning another aspect of the 
world situation, he asserted: 

“There is no doubt that repeated 
shocks to the basic principles of 
international law exercise a perni- 
cious influerree on the economic as 
well as on the political relations 
between the nations. It is time to 
bring back to light the sanctity of 
plighted engagements and the ne- 
cessity for respeciing the rules of 
international law.” , 

Difficulties on Way. 

Van Zeeland said that his inves- 
tigation had not given him too 
great hopes that nations would ac- 
cept his ideas, but he believed the 
situation was so acute that a re- 
action in the direction of collabora- 
tion might be possible. 

Van Zeeland acknowledged some 
doubt on this point. 

“We must admit,” he said, “the 
considerable difficulties which 
cumber’ the ground. If we con- 
sider the political plane, reasons to 
hope for a rapid and cordial ap- 
proachment appear slighter than at 
any moment since 1918. 

“If we place ourselves on an eco- 
nomic plane, it seems at first sight 
as if the most favorable moment 
for strictly economic collaboration 
were past. 

“The general check in the recov- 
ery movement, and the special eco- 
nomic difficulties of certain great 
countries, are once again bringing 
back to the program schemes of 
national protection, which bear a 
remarkable likeness to the effortg 
of the crisis.” 

More From Report. 

Other statements in the report 
follow: 

“The isolated, divergent and con- 
tradictory measures by which the 
nations, in the first period of the 
late crisis, attempted to protect 
themseives against it, and push off 
the burden on to their neighbors, 
have only. seryed to precipitate it 
and to render it yet more grievous 
for all. 

“Theer is no doubt that a gen- 
eral movement for the reduction 
of tariff duties would acquire a 
symbolic significance and would 
thus have a powerful mora! effect. 
Unfortunately we are bound to rec- 
ognize that 4 gesture of this kind. 
however desirable it might be, does 
not at present come within the 
range of possibility. 

“Of all obstacles to international 
trade - there are none more harm- 
ful and more formidable than those 
which arise either from monetary 
disturbances er from restrictions 
regarding the trapsfer of capital or 
of commercial payments.” 

Van Zeeland, 44 years old, has at- 
tended dozens of world and Eu- 
ropean economic conferences, be- 
ginning with the London meeting 
of 1922. 

His investigations, on which his 
report is based, took him to several 
European capitals. : 

He is a banker, having been vice- 
governor of the Bank of Belgium. 
His connection with the bank 
brought about his resignation from 
the Premiership last October.

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—President 
Roosevelt thinks that the danger of 
a world-wide war will reach ite 
peak at about the end of his pres- 


ent term, and that a younger man 
should then be in the White House 
to handle the situation. 

H. G. Wells, British writer, who 
interviewed the President during a 
recent visit to this country, makes 
that statement in an article appear- 
ing in Collier’s today. He describes 
the interview as follows: 

“We glanced at the possibility of 
a successor, but he did not seem to 
have any particular successor or 
type of successor in mind. We 
agreed that the danger of a world- 
wide war crisis would rise toward 
a maximum between 1939 and 1940, 
and he thought that by that time 
there should be someone younger, 
quicker and better equipped to 
meet the urgencies of possible war- 
fare without delay, in the White 
House. But he spoke of that rath- 
er as his own personal problem than 
as America’s. 

“I talked to the President over a 
lunch tray and I told him how vari- 
ously he wa: disapproved of and 
how incapable the opposition 
seemed to be of presenting a plau- 
sible alternative to him. It was our 
third meeting. I wrote of him some 
years ago as floating a little above 
the level of ordinary life. I find 
him floating more than ever. 

“He seems to me to belong to 
the type of Lord Balfour, Lord Grey 
of Falloden and Justice Holmes, 
great independent political figures, 
personally charming, Olympians, de- 
tached from most of the urgencies 
of life, dealing in a large, leisurely 
fashion with human stresses. The 
quality their statesmanship has in 
common is its dignified amateurish- 
ness.”

has closed the account. 

An important difference between Illinois and Mis- 
souri criminal procedure is responsible for the fact 
that this was possible in Illinois, but would be virtu- 
ally impossible in this State. 

Missouri practice is to grant separate trials for 
joint defendants when separate trials are asked, 
as is the almost invariable rule. The testimony of 
the prosecution may be the same; the same wit- 
nesses.may be called (if they are still alive). But 
the State must go to the trouble and expense of try- 
ing the case as many times as there are defendants. 

This is worse than expensive; it plays into the 
hands of those who deliberately drag out criminal 
cases because they know that the longer time runs 
the greater is the likelihood that the penalty of the 
law will be escaped. 

In Illinois, severance is not mandatory but at 
the discretion of the Court, If it is the opinion of 
the Judge that justice requires separate trials, the 
defendants are tried separately.

Wednesday was a good day for the Missouri Pa- 
cific. On that day, Federal Judge Moore authorized 
Guy A. Thompson, trustee in bankruptcy for the 
railroad, to discontinue paying William Wyer Ris 
salary of $7000 a year.

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‘GRAVY FOR 46 LEGISLATORS. 

One of the most nourishing of the numerous “gravy 
bills” passed by the last Missouri Legislature has 
now reached the pleasant stage where the distribu- 
tion of the gravy is announced. The measure pro- 
vides $80,000 for deserving legislators, at the rate of 
$10 a day salary plus $5 a day expenses, for serving 
on a commission to revise the State statutes. Ac- 
cording to law, this is a privilege of the 1939 Legis- 
lature, but the alert members of the 1937 Legislature 
preferred to corner it for themselves, though it is 
quite possible their successors will throw the forth- 
coming report in the ashcan and form another 580, 
000 commission. 

Originally, it was assumed that only 16 members 
would be able to partake of the gravy. Most of the 
184 Assemblymen applied for positions, or let it be 
known that they would not object to appointment, 
so Gov. Stark must have been in something of a 
quandary. He has solved the dilemma neatly by 
thinning the gravy and thus spreading it further. 
Members of the commission will serve in three shifts 
of 90 days each, so 46 jobs instead of the original

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Now Mr. Roosevelt already has an 
inkling, perhaps more than an ink- 
ling, that this is just precisely what 
he is probably going to have to do. 
He said as much on Tuesday, when 
he remarked that it may be neces- 
sary to consider other means of 
creating purchasing power.” 

It is obvious what those “other 
means” are. They are increased 
Government spending financed by 
inflationary methods. This is in 
substance what Mr. Lewis’ miners 
were demanding while the Presi- 
dent was talking at the White 
House. ‘The miners are perfectly 
right, and have the courage of their 
convictions: if for political, moral 
or psychological reasons the costs 
of production cannot be adjusted to 
the price level, then the price level 
has to be adjusted to the costs of 
production.

Color vision is a wonderfully com- 
plicated part of our physiology. Ac- 
cording to one scientist, the human 
eye can see 100,000,000 different 
colors. In the back of the retina 
there are two kinds of cells—one 
called the “rods” which see only 
black and white and not color, the 
other the “cones”, which see color, 
and these are in the center of the 
retina only. 


You do not see colors in a dim 
light because the pupil of your eye 
dilates and allows what light there 
is to be diffused all over the retina. 
In bright sunlight, however, you 
see colors because the pupil fo- 
cuses the light, usually on the cen- 
tral part of the retina where the 
cones are located. 


Few human beings are totally 
color blind, although it is said that 
certain animals, such as cats and 
owls, live in a world of gray and 
hues. About eight out of 
every hundred men are partially 
color blind. “Their eyes are sensi- 
twe to white, black, yellow and 
blue only. Women are almost never 
color blind, nor are Negroes or In- 
dians,
